The  following   comnunication  was   submitted  by  the  Grand 
Master  : 


'  GRAND   MASTER'S  COMMUNICATION. 

Brethren  :— Permitted  by  a  kind  Providence  once  more  to  assemble  in 
Grand  Council,  it  becoriles  my  duty  now  to  present  a  brief  review  of  my 
Official  acts,  and  to  offer  such  suggestions  for  your  consideration  as  may 
tend  to  promote  the  well-being  of  the  Craft.  When  last  we  met,  our  po 
litical  horizon  was  shrouded  in  the  deepest  gloom:  at  war  with  a  cruel  foe, 
who,  regardless  of  right,  sought  only  the  subversion  of  our  liberties  and 
the  utter  destruction  of  all  we  hold  dearest  and  best  on  earth.  Disaster  fol- 
lowed disaster  in  quick  succession,  until  patriot  hearts  grew  heavy  and 
hope  had  well  nigh' perished; 

But  in  the  darkest  hour  there  came  a  change.  "  The  Lord  of-  Hosts  wafl 
With  us,"  nerving  the  arms  of  our  soldiers  and  inspiring  their  hearts  with 
dauntless  heroism.  The  invading  army  that  beleaguered'  oar  Capital  was 
baffled,  defeated,  demoralized,  and  our  forces  were  everywhere  victorious, 
uritil  triumph  after  triumph  had  shed  imperishable  lus:re  on  our  arms. 
"Yet,  to-day  the  war-cloud  is  still  dark  and  lowering.  The  shadows 
thicken  around  us.  The  foe  is-  still  straining  every  nerve  and  exhaustings 
every  resou-ce  to  subjugate  and  destroy  us.  Many  of  our  brave  soldiers 
are  fagged  and  barefoot,  while  their  loved  ones  at  home  are  pinched  by 
penury  and  stared  at  by  famine.  Greei  of  gain  too,  is  abroad  in  the  land, 
and  many  are  "  hastening  to  be  rich  by  grinding  the  faces  of  the  poor," 
regardless,  alike  of  the  cries  of  suffering  humanity,  and  the  words  of  Him 
who  has  said*:  "He  that  witholdeth  corn,  the  people  shall  curse  him  ;  but 
blessing-shall  be  upon  the  head  of  him  that  selleth  it." 

The  garden  spot  of  our  good  old  State  is  in  the  hail  of  the  spoiler. 
The  sound  of  the  gavel  can  no  longer  be  heard  in  many  sub  jrdinata  Lodged, 
and  wo  vainly  look  around  us  for  familiar  faces  which  were  wont  to  greet 
us  here. 
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Masonry,  so  prosperous  and  flourishing  in  peace,  languishes  in  war.  But 
sad  as  this  reflection  may  be,  it  is  but  another  evidence  that  the  great  prin- 
ciples of  our  Order  are  nearly  allied  to  the  sublime  teachings  of  Him,  whose 
mission  was  to  proclaim  "peace,  good  will  on  earth." 

In  this  hour  of  our  country's  peril  and  distress,  let  us  be  hopeful,  and 
faithful,  and  patient.  Now,  more  than  ever,  should  the  benign  influence  of 
the  great  principles  on  which  our  Order  is  founded,  be  everywhere  felt  and' 
recognized — felt  and  manifested  in  the  prompt,'  energetic,  self-sacrificing 
endeavor  to  comfort  the  diwfrecsed,  to  succor  the  needy,  to  minister  to  the 
wants  of  the  widow  and  the  fatherless.  This  is  oar  mission.  Let  us  gladly 
fdfill  it.     ■

W.  Shacldi  ford,  Senior  Warden,  an  i  in  the  Master's  absence,1  the  proper 
custodian  '  f  the  Charier,  correctly  deeming  the  election  illegal,  removed 
the  Charter  from  the  Lod^e.  Bro.  Cummmgs  wrote  to  me  complaining  of 
its  clandestine  removal.  I  also  received  sev<  ral  communications,  denouncing 
the  action  of  Bro.  Cummings.  Having  faithfully  ascertained  the  facts  of 
the  case  I  declared  the  electi  n  null. 

1  subsequently  received  a  petition,  signed  by  the  officers  elected  as  above, 
and  other  members  of  the  Lodge,  praying  a  Dispensation  to  hold  a  new 
election.  I  granted  the  Dispensation,  and  presume  that  harmony  has  at 
length  been  restored. 

At  our  last  Communication,  owing  to  the  unsettled  condition  of  our  pub- 
lic affairs,  your  committee  oa  Foreign    Correspondence  made  no  report, 
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such  correspondence  had  doubtless  wholly  ceased.  The  continuance  of  the 
war  precluding  in  a  great  measure  communication  with  other  jurisdictions, 
I  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  appoint  a  like  committee  during  the  present 
year.  I  have  received,  however,  the  proceedings  of  the  following  Grand 
Lodges,  viz :  Virginia,  Louisiana,  Alabama,  Florida,  Arkansas  and  Georgia, 
had  at  their  last  annual  Communications.  They  are  interesting  exponents  of 
the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  their  several  jurisdictions,  but  contain  nothing 
that  requires  especial  consideration  at  your  hands. 

It  is  of  the  first  importance  that  final  action  b4  had  at  this  Communica- 
tion in  reference  to  St.  John's  College,  and  that  measures  be  adopted  for 
the  relief  of  those  who  are  individually  bound  for  a  portion  of  its  debts. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner,  P.  M.  Porter,  appointed  by  the  Past 
Grand  Master  to  investigate  the  financial  condition  of  the  College,  was  re- 
ceived a  short  time  after  the  close  ot  our  last  Communication.  It  is  both 
voluminous  and  complex,  and  has  not  been  minutely  examined.  I  would 
suggest  its  immediate  reference,  with  the  books,  debts,  accounts,  vouchers, 
&c,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  to  a  committee  of  investi- 
gation, with  instructions  that  they  report.atas  early  an  hour  as  practicable.- 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  measures  be  taken,  at  our  present 
Communication,  for  the  relief  of  such  subordinate  Lodges  in  invaded  dis- 
tricts, as  are  liable  to  a  forfeiture  of  their  Charters  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  and  failure  in  making  their  proper  returns.  Isolated  as  they  are  in 
many  instances,  and  precluded  from  communicating  with  their  more  fortu- 
nate brethren,  their  condition  should  awaken  our  liveliest  sympathies  in 
their  behalf. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  all  subordinate  Lodges  be  required  to  keep  a 
true  record  of  the  names  of  such  of  their  members  as  are  in  the  arm)',  or 
have  fallen  in  the  war.  This  should  be  done  so  that  in  future  suitable  steps 
may  be  taken  to  commemorate  their  loyalty  and  valor,  and  to  place  in  it* 
true  light  the  patriotic  self-sacrifice,  which  in  this  time  of  trial  has  so  emi- 
nently characterized  our  beloved  Order.  It  has  long  been  your  custom — 
one  which  originated  in  Masonic  courtesy — to  elect  for  a  second  term  the 
incumbent  Grand  Master;  but  from  this  usage,  for  the  present,  I  would 
have  you  depart.  Grateful  for  .the  partiality  which  first  conferred  so  high.. 
a  trust,  and  now  stands  renew  it,  I  yet  must  plead  my  advanced  age  ai.i-  • 
arduous  professional  duties  in  bar  of  further  service  invoking  for  our  pre- 
sent re-union  the  harmony  and  good  will  which  have  hitherto  pervadod  our 
councils.

The  Committee  on  the  Grand  Master's-  communication  sub- 
mitted the  following  report ; 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Grand  Master's  Report  have 
considered  the  same,  and  beg  leave  to  report,  and  to  express  their  admira- 
tion for  the  benign  influence  and  principles  which  his  report  inspires 

In  the  propriety  and  wisdom  of  the  Grand  Master's  official  acts  made 
known  m  his  report,  your  committee  concur  in  opinion.  We  deem'it  un- 
necessary to  advert  to  the  acts  individually,  as  you  are  already  informed  of 
""them. 

In  reference  to  those  Lodges  within  the  lines  of  the  cruel  and  brutal 
enemy  now  invading  our  State  and  desolating  our  land,  your  committee 
concur  in  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution :  v 

^solved,  That  the  Charters  of  those  Lodges  in  the  invaded  counties  of 
the  btate,  and  within  the  lines  of  the  enemy,  and  also  those  Lodges  else- 
where so  reduced  as  not  to  have  sufficient  number  of  members  for  regular 
meetings,  be  not  forfeited  for  failure  and  non-payment  of  their  annual  dues. 

In  relation  to  the  suggestion  made  in  the  Grand  Master's  report  relative 
to  the  members  of  our  ancient  and  noble  Order,  who  have  been  or  shall  be 
engaged  in  the  military  service  of  the  country,  your  committee  most  heartily 
concur.  The  tenets  of  Mansonry  teach  the  sublime  precepts  of  duty  wo 
owe  to  ourselves,  our  country  and  our  God  ;  and  her  devotees  are  ever  ready 
and  willing  faithfully  to  perform  their  duty.  It  is  therefore  in  the  opinion 
of  your  com m.ttee  meet  and  proper  that  each  subordinate  Lodge  should 
keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  its  members  who  have  been  or  shall  be  engaged 

rLfrT  7  seT™\0{  the  C0untl7-  To  this  end  your  eommittee res- 
pectfully recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

.njSSSS  r^  thi*  ?.ra?d  L°d8e  *>es  most  respectfully  recommend  each 
subordinate  Lodge  within  its  Jurisdiction,  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of 
it.  members  *ho  have  or  shalfbe  engaged  in  the  military  service  of  the 
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country,  and  a  separate  record  of  those  who  shall  fall  in  the  service  of  the 
country. 

Your  committee  concur  in  the  suggestions  of  the  Grand  Master  relative 
to  St  John's  College.  The  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  College,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  imperatively  demand  the  action  of  this  Grand 
Lodge.  It  would  be  unjust  and  ungenerous  in  this  Grand  Lodge  not  to 
make  some  provision  for  the  relief  of  those  brethren  who  are  individually 
bound  for  ihe„  payment  of  debts  incurred  for  the  benefit  of  St.  John's 
College.  Your  -committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  devise 
and  report  the  most  proper  measures  to  be  adopted  for  the  relief  of  those 
brethren  individually  bound  for  debts  contracted  for  the  benefit  of  St. 
John's  College.  .  .  . 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  investigate 
and  report  upon  the  financial  condition  of  St.  John's  College. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  in  common  with  our  brethren  of  thia 
Grand  Lodge,  fondly  hoped  that  for  one  more  year  at  least,  they  would  be 
guided  and  controlled  by  the  mature  years  and  sage  counsels  of  our  Most 
"Worshipful  Grand  Master.  Let  us  each  imitate  his  zeal  and  follow  his  ex-, 
ample  in  the  good  cause  of  Masonry.

•The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  his  annual  Report,  which  was 
adopted. 
To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Garolin    : 

Another  Masonic  year  has  been  brought  around  by  the  w  heels  of  time, 
and  you  have  again  been  permitted  to  assemble  in  Grand  Lodge,  to  deliber- 
ate and  discuss  all  matters  connected  with  the  Fraternity,  over*  which  you 
have  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  control. 

Nothing  of  much  importance  has  transpired  in  my  department  during 
the  present  year,  claiming  your  special  attention.  This  much  to  be  re- 
gretted rupture  with  the  North,  has  to  a  great  extent  impeded  the  progress 
of  Masonry,  and  materially  disturbed  and  injured  its  course  of  business, 
hence,  I  can  only  submit  a  brief  report. 

No  Dispensations  have  been  granted  for  the  formation  of  new  Lodges 
since  your  last  Grand  Communication. 

Several  Lodges  are  owing  for  dues  two  years,  others  for  a  longer  time,  by 
which  they  have  forfeited  their  Charters,  in  accordance  with  the  6ih  See. 
of  the  4th  Art.  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  When  we  however 
take  into  consideration  the  distracted  state  of  the  country,  some  clemency 
should  be  extended  towards  those  Lodges  which  have  not  entirely  ceasea 
to  work,  and  to  urge  them  to  be  more  prompt  in  making  Returns  and  paying 
their  dues  for  the  future.

In  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  John's  College,  it  becomes  my  duty  to 

report,  that  owing  to  th£  unsettled  condition  of  the  country,  there  has  been 

a  great  falling  off  in  the  number  of  students  at  most  of  the  schools  in  the 

State.     Notwithstanding,  the  School  in  the  College  has  been  kept  up  with 

nearly  its  usual  number,  under  the  principal  teacher,  Mr.  T.  C.  Tuley,  his 

■   Assistant,  Mr.  Battle,  having  gone  into  the  army  with  a  volunter  company 

,  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  was  wounded  at  the   battle  of  Sharpsburg, 

and  from  the  effects  of*the  wound  soon  thereafter  died.     This  melancholy 

|  occurrence  is   deeply  to  be  regretted,  not  only  because  af  the  loss  of  his 

[  services  as  Assistant  Teacher,  but  on  account  of  his  many  qualities. 

The  finances  of  the  College  are  now  under  the  control  of  the  Grand  Treass 
urer,  Whose  report  will  furnish  the  information  it  would  otherwise  be  the 
duty  of  the  Trustees  to  supply. 
In  the  present  disturbed  condition  of  the  country  it  is  not  probable  that 
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there  will  be  any  great  success  attending  the  school,  but  I  am  satisfied  it 
would  be  well  to  inaugurate  a  course  of  military   instruction,    and  if  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  would  second   our  efforts  or  take  *:hc  school  under 
its  own  patronage,  it  might ;'be-  made  a  jg ost  valuable  auxiliary  to 
cti  the  arm  of  the  State,  and  I  isc   to  ruanya  Well  -deserved  'charity. 

Tho  buildings  und  grounds  are  well  adapted   to  a   Military  School,  avid  I 
would  suggest,  whl  •  that  some  p"hn  of  ibis  sort  be  adopt- 

ed, and  the  eai  it  bettor  a  lings  are  more  liable 

to  decay  in  their  present  Condition  than  if  they  were  occupied  fully.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Non-affiliated  Masons  was 
submitted  and  adopted. 

To  the  Most   Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  _the  subject  of  Non-affiliated  Ma- 
sons, beg  leave  to  report,  that. they  have  given  th»  subject  as  mature  a  con- 
sideration as  the  time  allowed  will  permit.  It  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  in 
North  Carolina,  for  the  last  twenty  years,  Masons  have  been  made  with 
almost  rail  road  speed,  yet  our  membership  has  not  greatly  increased  ;  and 
why  ?  because  a  numerous  class  have  from  time  to  time-  voluntarily 
withdrawn  from  the  secular  Ledges,  and  while  they  do  not  contribute  any 
thing  towards  defraying  our  expenses  or  charities,  avail  themselves  of  the 
adv&ntages.-cf  the  institution  in  various  ways,  and  claim  other  benefits  in 
case  of  need.  Now,  while  some  Grand  Lodges  have  made  regulations,  tax- 
ing non-affiliated  Masons,  others  entertain  doubts  about  the  power  to  do 
so,  and  others  admitting  perhaps  the  power  deny  the  expediency  of  any 
such,  measure.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  so  far  aa  she  has  ex- 
pressed any  opinion,  has  expressed  it  against  direct  y  taxing  nonaffiliated 
Masons.  Under  the  resolution  appointing  this  committee,  we  are  to  con- 
sider, 1st,  Whether  any  general  regulation  can  legally  be  adopted  tp  reach 
these  persons.  '  2d.  Wnether  they  can  justly  be  denied  the  enjoyment  of 
Masonic  intercourse,  benefits  and  privileges.  ^ 
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In  considering  these  points  we  havo  to  tyok  to  the  Old  Constitution  the 
Ancient  Charges,  and  past  Usages  of  the"  Order.  And  first,  was  it'ever 
originally  contemplated  that  there  should  be  Masons  who  should  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  the  institution  while  they  did  not  belong  to  Lodges,  and 
stood  aloof  and  disconnected  from  it?  This  certainly  was  not  so  with  re- 
gard to  the  expelled.  And,  the  very  principle  of  suspension  for  unworthi- 
ness, is  a  deprlval  of  Masonic  advantages,  for  that  reason  which  proves  that 
for  any  unworthiness  whatever,  or  however  slight,  the  Lodges  have  power 
to  deny  the  enjoyment  of  Masonic  privileges. 

"  It  then  becomes  simply  a  question  as  to  what  constitutes  unworthiness, 
and  what  degree  of  unworthiness  will  justify  a  denial.  In  regard  to  this, 
theold  Constitution  and  Ancient  Charges,  are  sufficiently  plain." 

These  requirements  are  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  Masonry  as  '  a 
Centre  of  Union  '  to  men  of  just  and  upright  conduct,  and  as  a  l  means  of 
conciliating  true  friendship'  among  those  who  otherwise  '  have  remained 
at  a  perpetual  distance.' 

"  Wc  are  commanded  even  'if  a  brother  rebel  against  the  State  '  '  to 'dis- 
own Ins  rebellion,'  though  we  cannot  expel  him  from  the  Lodge,'  for  that 
reason  simply.  This  proves  that  we  may  set  a  mark  of  our  disapproba- 
tion upon  any  unworthy  act,  or  any  thing  wrong  done  by  a  Mason. 

In  the  3d  degree  of  the  ancient  charges,  entitled  '  Of  Lodges,' 
pnnfed  in  1723,  it  is  said  expressly,  that  'every  brother  ought  to  belong  to 
one,  and  be  subject  to  its  By  Laws  and  the  general  regulations  of  the 
uranu  j.e-dge.  And  again,  '  in  ancient  times  no  Master  (mason)  or  Fellow- 
cn.lt  could  be  absent  from  U,  especially  when  warned  to  appear  at  it,  with- 
out incurring  a  severe  censure,  until  it  appeared  to  the  Master  and  War- 
dens that  pure  necessity  hindered  him.'  And  again,  the  persons  admitted 
members  of  »  Lodge,  inu«t  be  good  and  true  men-no  immoral  men,  but

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To  demit  for  cither  of  the^e  two  objects  is  certainly  unworthy  the  char- 
acter or  tenure  of  a  true  Mason,  and  those  who  persist  in  doing  so  ought  ' 
to  be  fearlessly  made  examples  of,  so  far  as  to  lessen  the  evil  now  too  fre- 
quent, and  discourage  others  from  following  their  examples. 

"And  this,  we  believe,  may  be  done  legally  and  justly,  consistently  with 
our  present  Constitution,  and  the  ancient  land-marks  and  charges  ;  and 
with  a  due  exercise  of  kindness  and  respect  for  demitted  brethren,  and  that 
charity  which  is  due  to  every  good  and  true  brother,  for  it  is  due  none 
other.     With  this  view  we  propose  the  following  resolutions ; 

Resolved,  1st,  That  every  Mason  ought  to  belong  to  some  particular 
Lodge,  and  comply  with  its  By-Laws  and  the  general  regulations  in  rela-, 
tion  to  be  payment  of  dues  and  contributions  to  the  charity  funds.  And 
any  Mason  who  does  not  contribute  to  the  funds,  or  belons  to  some  Lodge, 
is  not  entitled  to  visit  a  Lodge  while  he  remains  non-affiliated,  or  to  join 
in  processions,  or  to  relief,  or  Masonic  assistance  or  burial. 

3d.  That  nothing  in  the  foregoing  resolution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prohibit  any  Subordinate  Lodge  from  permitting'^  non-affiliated  Mason  to 
visit  the  Lodge  once.
